The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason 
for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of the limitations including comparing head cells in a 
first and second buffer, determining their equivalency, and based upon such equivalency 
forwarding a head cell from either the first or second buffer with a predetermined probability.
